Chapter 36-7-18-14 of the Indiana Code requires that a Housing 
Authority obtain a resolution from the fiscal body that 
established the Authority which authorizes the Housing Authority 
to submit an application to HUD for any expansion of the program. 


The Fort Wayne Housing Authority has received approval for an 
application of 50 units of Section 8 Existing Housing 
certificates for large families corresponding to the following 
dwelling composition: 


39 three bedroom certificates 
7 four bedroom certificates 
4 five bedroom certificates 


In this program, ownership of the dwelling units remains in the 
private sector with the FWHA providing financial assistance 

to an eligible family enabling them to pay the rent for the 
dwelling. 


All dwelling units under the program are inspected by 
Neighborhood Code Enforcement as to meeting Housing Quality 
Standards as established by HUD. 


There is no local expenditure required since the program is 
funded by an Annual Contributions Contract with HUD to provide 


the required subsidy. Federal funds have been reserved in the 
following amounts for the Annual Contributions Contract (ACC): 


Contract Authority Budget Authority 
(annual amt.) $302,738. (5 year ACC) $1,513,690. 


Approval of this application will allow the FWHA to assist 50 
additional low income families in the city of Fort Wayne.
